FREE TRADE. 
A MEETING AT sr. LOS ATTENDED BY 
MEMBERS OF BOTH LEADING PARTIES. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 2—[Special.|—The 
free-trade convention d@led to meet under 
the auspices of the Mssouri Free-Trade 
League opened its sessioshere today. About 
fifty gentlemen attended half of them from 
other places. Among theStates represented 
were Illinois, Michi Virginia, lowa, 
Pennsylvania, Tennesse and Kausas, be- 
sides Missouri. The mos prominent persons 
present were ex-Gov. hn S. Phelps of 
Springfield, Mo., Lieut.- v. N. J. Colman, 
Henry J. Philpott of DesMoines, Ia., West- 
ern Secretary of the American Free- Trade 
League, the Hon. W. G. Bownlee of Detroit, 
Edward Russell ot Kansai and A. W. Eddy 
of Fiint, Mich., Secretary of the Michigan 
Democratic State Convention.

NEWSPAPER PRICES IN NEW YORK AND 
LONDON, | 


New York Tribune: Recent reductions in the 
price of some New York newspapers do not 
proceed upon the theory that New-Yorkers 
want a different kind of paper, but only that 
they will buy vastly more of the present kind 
1H sola cheaper. Some journals accordingly un- 
dertake to furnish the old article at just halt 
the old price. Does this leave their business on 
a sound basis? The whole notion of selling a 
first-clags New York newspaper at two cents 
springs from the belief that it can be done bere 
because something like it is done in London. 
Let us see: 


The London penny (two-cent) papers are great 


journals. But they do not average as much 
reading- matter as the eight-page papers of New 
York; do not give anything like an equal 
amount and variety of telegraphic news. and 
(with the single exception of their Parliament- 
ary reports) do not give half as much 
pew 


— 
Nearly every item in the manufacture of tne 
newspa costs less in London than in New 
York. he white paper on which it is printed 
stil costs an average of 12 to 15 per cent less. 
The type-setting costs froma shilling to a shil- 
ling and a balf per thousand in London, against 
45 cents in New Fork. The mechanical labor is 


cheaper. Av reporters can be engaged at 
two or three guineas a week there, against $20 
to $25 here 


London, counting saburbs and speaking 
roughly, is three times the size of New York. 
But in London the popalauon is substantially 
aii Euglish. Inside of New York we have oue 
of the largest German cities in the world, sus- 
taining one of the most widely circulated Ger- 
man newspapers in the world; and one of the 
largest Irish cities, with inbabitants furnishing 
com. aratively few readers for the eight-page 
ete For the purposes of a sewspaper in the 

nglish language, therefore, London becomes 
five times as big as New York. 

But London is a Capital, es well as the busi- 
ness metropolis ot the world, and has the great 
concourse Of transient newspaper buyers, drawn 
by a political as weil as business centre. New 
York is not even a State Capital. And again, 
London is the beart of a compact population of 
thirty odd mijjions, massed on a littie island. 
nearly all eastiy reached within the few hours 
that constitute the lifetime of a morning paper, 
and all accustomed fur generations to look to 
London for news and newspapers. New York is 
on the of a continent, three-fourths of 
whose scattered populauon cannot be reached 
by its papers before their news bas become 
hopelesiy stale. New York, in fact, is met at 
distances of thirty to sixty miles in every direc- 
tion by competing papers. which bave been 
bulit up throu liberal accees to the facilities 
of ite Associa Press: and really has for an as- 
sured newspaper constituency bardiy wore 
Engiisb-reading population tban Philadelphia 
and its dépendencies. 

The reduction from four to two cents throws 
away just three-fourths of the profit on circu- 
lation above the bare costof the white paper. 
At the reduced rate, then, the circulation must 
be quadrupled to get back to the very spot just 
left. The World, Times, and Herald uudertake 
this task. Are there, in and about New York, 
four times as many people as have heretofore 
read these three pers, waiting, eager and 
ready to read just these kinds of papers as soon 
as they can buy them at half-price? 

If not, they must be sold below the cost of 
manufacture, unless, on a smaller increase in 
circulation, au immensely greater revenue can 
be derived from advertisements. In that case 
the proposition becomes one to distribute news- 

pers below cost, and saddie the loss on the 
— community. It ss gift enterprise, to 
be supported by eoticing unwary advertisers to 
pay for the papers that are given away. That is 
an éxperiment which bas ouce or twice before 
been tried on 4 pretty large scale in New York. 
We were not tempted by it then, and we have 
no disposition to follow our neighbors peil-meli

Mr. J. E. Knapp of New York, H. H. Stevens 
of Boston, and G. H. Ball of Worcester, Mass., 
were elected Directors for three years, taking 
the places of F. H. Story, D. J. Mackey. and E. 
F. Lennou. Mr. D. J. Mackey and Mr. F. H. 
Story were elected Directors to fill vacancies 
occasioned Ly the resignation of J. G. Engtisn 
and the death of Thomas W. Shannon. 

President F. H. Story submitted the annual 
report for the year ending June 30, 1883. During 
that period of time the business and operations 
of the Chicago & Eastern Illinois Railroad Com- 
pany have been as follows: 

Gross earnings, main line and Terre Haute 
Division, $1,759,132; operating expenses, $952,- 

I;: vet earnings, $86,871; interest, 
rentals, etc., $513,985; surplus, 8292. 

The gross earnings of the road show an in- 
crease for tne fiscal year, while there is a de- 
crease of operating expenses, making a net gain 
of $113,425 as compared with the previous year. 
This resuit, President Story tbinks. is extreme- 
ly gratifying when the severity of the last win- 
ter is considered, and has been arrived.at only 
by rigid economy. A much larger volume of 
business was anticipated, but the great depres- 
sion of the iron trade has interfered seriously 
with the coal traffic over the line of this road. 

e road's equipment consists of fifty-six loco- 
motives, two chair cars, eigbt baggage vars, 
three mail cars, and one pay car; twenty-six 
ca cars, four bridge and tool cars, 2,473 
coal cars, 710 box cars, ninety-seven stock cars, 
twenty flat cars. one snow-piow and one pile- 
driver, making a total of 3,359 cars. 

The bridges have been strengthened and new 
abutments putin wherever they seemed neces- 
sary,and the track geuerally is in excellent 
order. There have been relaid during the year 
ten and a quarter miles with new steel rails, tne 
old ones being used in sidings, of which six 
miles have been built. Twenty miles of the 
road have been ballasted with gravel, and ten 
more are in process of completion. 

In regard to the Western Indiana the report 
says: The five lessees of this company—namely: 
the Chicago & Eastern Illinois, Wabash, Grand 
Trunk, Louisville, New Albany & Chicago, and 
Chicago & Atlautic—have by agreement become 
the owners in equal sbares of this valuable 
property, including the Belt Railroad system 
around Chicago and the ludiana Elevator. It 
is believed that under an intelligent and 
economical man ment these properties will 
become a source of revenue to the companies, 
or in any event lead to a coasiderable reduction 
in rentals and charges. At first, however, we 
must look for a certain increase of expendi- 
ture.

Annual Report of the Chicago, Mu- 
waukee & St. Paul Railroad. 
_ Maprson, Wis., Oct. 2.—[Special.]—The Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway Company 
submitted its annual report for the year ending 
June 30 to Railroad Commissioner Haugen this 
afternoon.

A New Pian for Inepecting Grain on 
Track to Prevent Frauds, 

The Chicago Committee of East-Bound Freight 
Traflic held a conference yesterday with Mr. B. 
W. Underwood, representing the Shippers’ and 
Receivers’ Association of this city, for the pur- 
pose of effecting an arraugement by which a 
more successfulsystem for inspecting grain on 
track can be inaugurated than the one now in 
use. 

There bas been much trouble. during the last 
few years on account of frauds practiced in load- 
ing cars for inspection on tracks in this city. It 
is stated that “ plugged” cars continually come 
here from the West, the bottoms of which 
are loaded with a poor quality ot 
grain, while that on top is of the 
best quality. When the inspector puts in the 
plunger to take out a sample it usually does not 
touch the poor quality on the bottom, and the 
grain is soid on the sample taken out, which is 
first-class. After the grain is transferred at the 
transfer-yards, the buyer’s inspector generally 
finds that the grain is not of the same quality as 
the sample on which it was purch 

It is now proposed to place a regular inspector 
at each transfer-yard to thoroughiy inspect all 
the grain before it starts for the East, and if it 
is found that the grain is not according to sam- 
ple the car containing it is to be taken out and 
placed on a side-track to be heid until some dis- 
posi tion is made of it by the seller. 

By this means the buyer is protected, while 
under the present arrangement he bas uo 
tection or redress whatever. The railroad of- 
ficials instructed Joint-Agent Moore to notify 
grain shippers that tbe were Willing to 
give the new plan a fair trial. ;

Citizens’ Association Report. 


Mr. Randall Believes in Compelling the Filthy 
to Be Cleanly. 


Some time ago the Citizens’ Association of 
Chicago appointed a committee, consisting of 
Messrs. F. Bauman, G. P. Randall, and A. C. 
Ducat, to examine and report on the condition 
of the workingmen's dwellings and the tene- 
ment-bhouses in this city.

m. committee remark that it is not an 
inviting neid tor capitalists, and proceed to sug- 
gest that it is asubject of enterprise for a joint 
stock company expressly organized for the pur- 
pose. If they bad said the promoter of such a 
company they would have been nearer the 
mark. They also suggest that manufacturers 
and those who employ large numbers ot work- 
men should provide good ana cheap sbeliter for 
them. Do they seriously suppose that this 
would have any effect on the Italian tenement- 


ouses 

“It would seem that the city ordinances pro- 
vide that ‘owners, lessees, or keepers of tene- 
ment- houses, lodging-houses, or manufactories 
shall not allow the places uuder their control to 
be overcrowded; that they sball provide for the 
accommodation of their tenants a sufficient 
number of well-ventilated and ciean privies and 
water-closcts; that they shall not allow any per- 
son to sleep or remain in any piace prejudicial 
to health by reasoa of a want of ventiladon; 
the houses shall be kept clean and free from ac- 
cumulauons of dirt, filth, or garbage; that the 
walls and ceilings must be whitewashed at least 
twice every year, and that the Commissioner of 
Health shail have power to order the vacation of 
any bouse he may deem unt for habitation.’ 

“Upon this the committee remark that it a 
State of neatness aud cleanlivess is to be che 
subject of enactment, then such ordinance 
should be far trom specific, and the force of the 
department should be made large enough to 
make such ordinance operative on siovenly peo- 
ple.“ e Commissioner is said to bave very 
ample powers, but—and this is a very old ‘but’— 
*it must be granted that it is exceedingly di- 
cult to single out with proper justice one ora 
number of bard cases from the many thousands 
of buildings which are cored egy an equally bad 
conditiop. Should the rule enforced the in- 
habitants of many buildings would be driven 
into the streets. Why should people be made 
bomeless at once when a power to make the 
landlords do the repairs and clean up the prem- 
ises might or would answer far better in the 
direction of the public welfare? . 

In other words, the committee have no sug- 
gestions as to enforcing cleanliness and decency 
directly on the tenants themselves; the land- 
lord is to do this under penalties. We do not 
believe mat this is the soludon of the p m. 

Ia our desire to better the condition of that 
class of people known as the tenement-house 
populauop we must not forget the rights of 
other classes, nor ignore the fact that the only 
way toeffect permanent improvement in these 
people isto give them an opportunity to heip 
themselves. 

* Ocherwise, as Prof. Sumner puts it. Poverty 
is the best policy.” If you work and get money 
— must support other people: if you preter to 

af,and drink, and bea pauper, it is the duty 
of other people to support you. 

We should have beey glad if the committee 
could have found something more detinit to 
recommend—as, for instance, that such and 
such houses, giving street and number. are uniit 
for habitations, and should be at once p 
against as nuisances. That would look as if 
— migut be done, but we fear that the 
invitation to capitalists to divide tne results of 
their energy and industry with the Polish and 
Italian tenement-bouse people will not meet 
with much response.” 

MR. RANDALL’S VIEWS. 

G. P. Randall, one of the committee, yester- 
day stated to a TRIBUNE representative that he 
did not think the mere building of a better class 
of houses would effecta remedy. It was tried 
in London, and those neat, cozy tenement- 
houses were at once taken by a class of people 
who had been living in better and more expen- 
sive houses. These tenements answered their 
purposes, and, being cheaper, that class of peo- 
ple took (hem in order to reduce expenses, and 
the very people for whom these houses were 
built did not get them. No; there was avthing 
to prevent the laborers from 8 those 
houses only that they did not care to increase 
their expenses, and consequently remained in 
their dirty hovels. They would have taken the 
houses had they been as cheap as their old rook- 
eries; but what landlord will rent a new house as 
asa — one? r 
antbropy about capital—people invest mon 
for its returns, and not as a sentiment. Besides, 
generate speaking, landiords want large returns. 

bis class of iatorers, especially Italians and 
Poles, want the lowest cent. Here are the two 
extremes. Tuen, again, I doubt if these houses 
would remain in a neat condition very long att- 
er these people gotinto them. They are filthy 
by habit and by nature, and nothing but a strict 
enforcement of sanitary reguiations will make 
them keep their houses cleanly. The landiords 
do not care. The filth does not affect them. 
They wet their rent for tumbie-dewn houses 
from — who do not ask repairs. Then why 
should they go to the expense of building better 
houses fora people who do not want them? 
That is the way they reason. They take the 
business view of it, not the philantbropic. 
About the only way to better the condition of 
these people is to compei them to live cieaniy. 
When they become accustomed to that change 
and the habit grows upon them then they will 
seek better houses, and when they are dem 
ed capitalists will readily supply them. 


‘VETERANS MURDERED. 


Two Old Soldiers, Inmates of the Home 

at Dayton, O., Die from the E@ects of 

ison Administered by Unknown 
arties. 

Darton, O., Oct. 2—A very strange case of 
poisoning occurred at the Soldiers’ Home, a few 
miles from this city, yesterday. Twoof the in- 
mates of the bome, named Ernest Scherer and 
Christ Kronnenthal, aged respectively 62 and 52 
years, and both being old veterans, died from 
poison. Early in the morning Scherer was found 
unconscious on the floor of the sieeping-room 
in the barracks, and, notwithstanding every as- 
sistance rendered to him by his associates, ex- 
pired in less than an hour in great pain. Kron- 
nenthal, though not only unconscious, was 
also suffering great pain, but presently he, too, 
went off into a fainting fit. All he could say 
was that he and Scherer had taken some drinks 
in a Saloon on the Germantown pike. 

After Krondenthal's death, which took place 
early in the afternoon, every one about the 
nome was questioned as to the movements of 
the unfortunate men on the previous day, but 
no satisfactory evidence could be ascertained. 
The physicians declared untesitatingly that the 
men had both died from the effects of pvison, 
and while some believe that the liquor they 
drank was doctored by the saloounkeeper from 
whom they obtained it, others are of the opinion 
that the poison'ne was the work uf some ili- dis- 
posed person in the home who owed the decea 
veterans a grudge. Ao inquest was begua es- 
terday afternoon, but nothing was established 
save the theory that the men had come to their 
deaths by unfair means. Au autovey will be 
beid today by Dra. Dusiap and Stevens, tne 
physicians of the bome, and Corener Treon.

THE PACIFIC RAILROAD MONOPOLY. 
It is announced with some flourish of 
trumpets that the passenger rate between 
Kansas City or Omaha and San Francisco 
has been reduced to 806, with the same rate 


-to Portland, to comply with the admission of 


the Northern Pacific into the pool. In the 
first place, the amount of the reduction is 
triflmg; in the next place, the reduced“ 
rate is outrageously exorbitant, and is from 
twice to thrice as much as the average 
charge for long hauls in other sections of 
country. 
The Pacific railroads by means of com- 
bination charge, under the new schedule, 
$9 for carrying a passenger about 1,700 
miies. This is at the rate of nearly six cents 
per mile. A sleeping-berth, which is indis- 
pensable in so long a journey, costs 
probably $20 more, and should be esti- 
mated as a part of the transportation 
charges in a civilized country. This brings 
the charge to $115, which is at the rate of 
about seven centsa mile. The local rates on 
the various Pacific roads are still more ex- 
orbitant, running as high as eight or 10 
cents a mile, it is said. On the roads run- 
nine from Kansas City and Omaha eastward 
the through rates are about two and one- 
half cents per mile and the local rates three 
cents per mile, The question is, why the 
rates on railroads across the Western piains, 
which were built at the cost of the people, 
should be twice as much on through travel, 
to put the difference entirely within bounds, 
and thrice as much on local travel as the

THE DEMOCRATIC REVENUE POLICY. 


An incidental statement in a Washington 


dispatch, which was made evidently without 
any thought of its significance, conveys the 
information that both Randall and Carlisle 
are substantially committed to the abolition 
of all internal-revenue taxes, and Cox would 
not probably allow himself to be much be- 
hind in commitments of this sort.” If this 
statement be correct, and it comes froma 
source that entitles it to credence, the tre- 
mendous Democratic majority of the new 
House of Representatives will probably car- 
ry out the caucus measure of the Democratic 
minority of the last Congress and repeal the 
whisky and tobacco taxes. Randall, Carlisle, 
and Cox represent together all the phases of 
Democratic sentiment on the revenue ques- 
tion.

It is 
fair to conclude, therefore, that ali elements of 
the party in Congress will unite in support 
of the scheme for abolishing internal rev- 
enue. The effect of such. action is plain. 
The loss of revenue from this source, along 
with the natural increase of expenses, will 
practically wipe out the Government’s sur- 
plus. In such case it will become necessary 


to retain the tariff duties at the present rate. | 


But, if the Democrats come into power, there 
will be new raids upon the Treasury, among 
which: the scheme for the Mississippi im- 
provements alone will exhaust from 850.000. 
000 to 100,000,000. The new demands will cre- 
ate a necessity for new sources of revenue, 
If the whisky and tobacco taxes be once re- 
pealed the Democrats will not consent to re- 
store them. The people will ‘certainty not 
tolerate any proposition to increase ide 
public debt. The only available source of 


revenue, then, will be to raise the tariff 


schedule. Cheap whisky and dear goods 
may be set down as the Democratic policy.

CHEAP POSTAGE. | 
The large sales of the two-cent stamps du 
ing the last two days, since the reduced rate 
came into operation, cannot be taken as a 
criterion. But there are features connected 
with it which indicate that the increased use 
of the stamp will pretty nearly compensate 
for the reduciion of rate. The rush for the 
new stamps is evidence that the people hail 
the change with satisfaction, and that they 
may for the future use the two-cent letter 
more freely because of the reduced cost.

Chamber Music in Weber Ban. 

The second uf the series of trio soirées ar- 
ranged by Mr. Seifert, “late concert master in 
Berlin, was given yesterday evening before a 
rather meagre audience. A seemingly ambi- 
tious program was ollered, comprising Beetho- 
ven's Trio in E flat, six of the same composer's 
Scotch songs, sung by Miss Medora Henson, and 
a trio arrangement by Seitert of the Hunaga- 
rian Dances by Brabms, but there was too much 


of Mr. Seifert lu the program to make its exe-. 


cuuon an artistic success, no matter by whom 
it was given. The only number not confessed- 
ly desecrated was the Beethoven Trio, but it 
was played by Mrs. Horvath, Mr. Seitert, and 
Mr. Winkler such a shallow manner as to be 
hardly uable. Neither Mr. Seifert (vio- 
lin) nor Mr. Winkler (violoncello) possesses that 
delicacy of tone and that finish of exe- 
cution whieh are the “first requirements 
of tue chamber musicians, while Mrs. Horvath's 
piaying istoo monotonous and mechanical to 
make her an effective interpreter of musical 
ideas. Besides, there was no evidence of a 
genial conception ou the part of the players. 
which, in a measure, might have been taken as 
an excuse for the attempt of crude performers 


music. But, however unsatisfactory.and even 
jarring the performance of the Beethoven Trio 
was, it was by far the best part of the soirée, 
because the rest was scarcely better than an 
outrage upon musical taste. The writer does 
not pretend to know whether Beethoven wrote 
anything but a piano accompaniment to his 
Scotch sougs, but he can hardiy believe 
that the great master who composed 
those sweet and graceful Scotch tunes 
ever dreamt of having them spoiled by 
the sereecs of the violin and the whine or the 
Violoncelto that were beard with them last night. 
Save a very uoioteiligibie enunciation of the 
words and frequent evidences of a lack of com- 
plete familiarity with the music, Miss Henson 
executed the simple songs, which are weil 
adapted to ber voice, quite passably, but the in- 
strumental accompaniment paraiyzed ail the 
singer's laudabie efforts. In the Hungarian 
Dances, of which fortunately only two were 
given, Mr. Seifert showed bimseif to be @ very 
mediocre arranger and a rather inferior fidaler. 
Hardiy a single passage in his play was free 
from slurs, and the whole performance lacked 
the “definit nature of individuaiity’’ which Mr. 
Seifert, in a note on the program, praises as 
characteristic of the works of Brahms. 

If chamber music, which is the source of 
highest enjoyment for people of refined musical 
taste, is to be cultivated in Chicago, it must be 
taken in band by true musicians and not by 
charlatans. There are artists enough in Chicago 
to farm a very effective organization fur the 
meritorious performance of the gems ot mu- 
sical literature koown as chamber music, but 


jeopardized by any encouragement given by 
silence or meaningiess mention to such travesty 
ou musie as has been attempted by Mr, Seifert.

The Chieago Tribune. ] he man Houy, who 
was convicted of having murdered with a 
revolveran old lady and ber bonne at Dour- 
dan last April, and of having stolen her sil- 
ver plates and elocks, was guillotined yes- 
terday at Versailles. M Diebler, “ l’exe- 
cuteur des hautes quvres,” aroused Houy 
in his cell at 4o0’clock in the morning, say- 
ing, “Houy, nous avons recu une triste 
nouvelle.“ Houy shrugged his shoulders 
with indifference, and observed, Ah. ¢’est 
pour ce matin, eh bien.” Houy refused 
to eat his breakfast and declined rudely 
the proffered consolation of a priest, 
M. PAbb6 Charbet. He asked for a 
pen, ink, and paper, whieh were given 
him, The Abbé Charbet again advanced to 
offer his services, but Llowy again roughly 
pushed him aside and proceeded to write two 
letters. The first one was tobis brother, and 
read as follows: 

My Dear Broruer: Gathet together all my 
effects, together with 8 francs that you will find 
tied up in one of my stockiggs, and make a 
present of them to the first really poor man that 
you happen to meet. — 

The second letter was addressed to the 
President of the Republic, conceived as tol- 
lows: 

Eighteen dead bodies are buried in a cellar at 
the corner of the Rue des Journeaud and 
the Porte de Versailes at “Celai qui meurt ne 
ment pas.” 

Houy, who is near-sighted, then gave his 

silver spectacles and a pair of buckled shoes 
to.one of his jailers, who, bya coincidence, 
is also near-sighted. At half-past 5 he was 
put into the guillotine cart and driven slow- 
ly to the Pont Colbert, where the guillotine 
had been erected. He stepped out of the cart 
pale but plucky. The Abbé Charbet again 
offered his mediation and held toward him a 
crucifix, but Houy persisted in his refusal to 
have anything to do with the Abbé, and de- 
clined to kiss the crucifix, remarking: ‘ De- 
faites la courroie, adieu.” 
Houy was a thick-set, robust man 55 years 
of age, with a pepper-and-salt beard wiry 
and bristly—in fact, the typical beard of a 
bandit des tapis francs. He wore a brown 
eorduroy suit and coat. This was removed 
on the scaffold, and he stood in a blue and 
white striped shirt. M. Diebler accom- 
panied Houy to the planche, and, stepping in 
front of the condemned man, seized his 
gray, bushy hair in both hands and pulled 
with all his strength to compel the prisoner 
to advance his head under the ax; There 
was a moment of breathless hesitation. Then 
suddenly M. Diebler pressed simultaneous- 
ly the button of the lunette and the 
button of the ax-drop. The prisoner’s head 
rolled into the wooden bucket, half filed 
with sawdust, and the body fell into the 
basket. The operation lasted exaetly two 
minutes and thirty seconds. It was a cold, 
cloudy, windy day, and only 800 spectators 
were present, the majority of whom were 
women and young girls. One little boy, ac- 
eompanied by his father, examined all the 
mechanism of the guillotine, his father ex- 
plaining the details. A journalist remon- 
strated, but the father replied: Il faut bien 
que les enfants s'instrucisent.“ 

Huoy comes of good criminal stock. When 

18 years old he was sentenced to the galleys

ALFONSO. 
ENTHUSIASTIC RECEPTION OF THE NN AT 
MADRID. 

Mavnrip, Oct. 2.—Alfonso arrived this aft- 
ernoon: An enormous crowd completely 
blocked the streets between the railway sta- 
tion and the royal palace. Flags were dis- 
played in every partof the city and many 
shops were closed. The Queen went to the 
Escurial to meet the King, whom the Cabi- 
net Ministers, civil and military officers, and 
many Deputies and Senators welcomed at 
the st#ion.

Their Majesties proceeded to the palace in a 
carriage unescerted, They were sur- 
rounded and followed by a great 
mass of people.

The enthusiasm was greatest in 
the squate before the palace, where thou- 
sands had assembled, almost stopping the 
progress of the royal carriage. The King ap- 
peared on the balcony of the palace several 
times, and afterward held a popular recep- 
tion. Tonight a grand serenade was given 
before the palace by all the bands of the gar- 
rison. Many houses throughout the city were 
illuminated. El Correo estimates that 30,000 
persons attended King Alfonso’s reception. 
The King ordered that no one should be re 
fused admittance to the palace. The salons 
could scarcely contain the immense crowd of 
aristocrats, officers, private soldiers, stu-

The Fight Between Mitchell, the En- 
glish Middle- Weight Champion, 
and “The Prussian.”

After Pounding Fach Other for Seren 
Rounds the Battle Is Declared 
| a Draw. 


Intense Dissatisfaction of the Spectators—El- 
forts to Arrange Another Fight—A 
Bets Off. 


New York, Oct. 2.—[Special.]—The long- 
looked-for glove match—it could not te dig- 
nified with the name of fight--between 
Charles Mitchell and William Sheriff, alias 
“the Prussian,” resulted today in a dra 
after seven rounds. Nobody but the pilot of 
the steamboat and the manager of the affair 
knew where the twenty-four foot ring was to 
be pitehed and where the beat was to land, so 
secretly had the arrangements been made. 
Why it was necessary for the exhibition to 
take place outside the city limits, or why 
there should be so much secrecy about it has 
not yet been determined. The same sort 
of amatch with the same sort of gloves 
might with propriety, from a police stand- 
point, have taken place in Harry Hills own 
Houston street office, or in Madison Square 
Garden, or anywhere else in the city limits, 
save possibly in a welkregulated pulpit. 
This affair was somewhat exc!usive, and the 
representatives of that elass whieh spend 
about three-fourths of their livesin “ chaw- 
ing” one another, to use a phrase weil 
known among patrons of prize-fights, and

At 5:53 
the men advanced to the centre of the ring, 
shook hands, and immediately put them- 
selves in position, and the fight commenced. 

FIRST ROUND.

HORRIBLE CRIME. 
A Yotng Orphan Girl Drugged and 
Repeatedly Outraged by & 


Gang of Brutal Ruf- 
flans. 


Muwaukeg, Wis., Oct. 2.—[Special.]— 
The mystery surrounding the disappearance 
of a young orphan girl about a week ago has 
been solved today, and the solution develops 
the facts in one of the most horribie out- 
rages ever known in this part of the country.

He wrote to Washington for the 
necessary information regarding candidates, 
and then applied to know if there was any 
vacancy to be filled by an appointment from 
the Third Congressiona! District, represented 
at that time by the Hon. Benjamin Wood. It 
seemed that there was no vacancy, but this 
did not discourage the young aspirant; he 
learned suddenly that a cadet who had been 
appointed by Mr. Wood had been obliged to 
leave the academy from some affection of 
the eye. This was his opportunity, anda 
he gave no one any rest until he 
had received the appointment, when he 
went to Newport, where the academy was 
then stationed, and cast his examination. 
Just at this juntture the officers at the acad- 
emy received a dispatch from Mr. Wells, 
Secretary of the Navy: Do not accept Mr. 
Wood’s appointee for the navy.” Back to 
New York rushed De Long and demanded 
from Mr. Wood the reason of this dispatch. 
Mr. Wood showed him a letter from the Sec- 
retary, by which it appeared that the nomi- 
nation of De Long had been delayed, and 
that the cadet whose place he was to fill had 
recovered his health and been reinstated. 
„So that ends the matter,“ says Mr. Wood, 
but he evidently didn’t know young De Long, 
who burst into a vigorous invective against 
the department—it was all wrong. Mr. 
Wood had been imposed upon, and he ought 
not to stand such treatment an hour. The 
veteran Congressman was amused dy this 
Dutrage, and told the lad to sit down and 
write wanted he wanted to the Secre- 
tary and he would sign the letter. This was 
done at once and De Long set off to Wash- 
ington. It was in the fall of 1561, when the 
trains were packed with soldiers, and he was 
obliged to stand all the way from Philadel- 
phia to Washington. As soon as he arrived 
in that city he presented himself, letter in 
hand, at the Secretary’s office. The Secretary 
read the letter, and when he had finished he 
pushed his spectacles up and looked at 
his visitor. And you are Mr. De Long, are 
you; well, well, this is a very ,strange state 
of affairs. Mr. Wood seems very much ex- 
cited, but he is laboring under a delusion. We 
ve no intention of slighting bim in any way.

HIS MARRIAGE. 

The rext anecdote in this biographical sketch 
of Cap. De Long's marriage. He had been 
engaged to Miss Wotton for three years. and 
Analiy they met in France and he insisted upon 
the ceremony being performed there. This was 
in Havre iu 1871. The Franco-Prussian war 
was near its close and armistice bad been de- 
clared, but Havre was accessible only from the 
sea. Cowmuovication with Paris was cut off by 
the Prussian army breaking up of 
bridges and railways. The barbdor was occupied 
Dy a number of foreign men-vf-war sent for 
the protection of neutral interests, and among 
these was the United States steamer Sbenan- 
doab. It was agreed to have the marriage per- 
formed at noon the ist of March. Marriage 
in France being a civil contract, Lieut. Qe Lon 
Saw the necessity of securing the presence an 
services of Gen. Glasgow, United States Consul. 
The Consul, however, bad gone into the coun- 
try, and for several hours the auxious bride- 
groom was driving frantically about on asearch 
for bim. Gen. Giasgow was at last found and 
began to expiain the formalities which were re- 
quired, but Mr. De Long was too busy for any 
trivial matters and was off on the more impor- 
tant errand of buying a wedding-ring. The 
bride's family meauowhile had secured the serv- 
ices of the Rev. George Washington, a olergy- 
man of the Church of Engiana. At8o'clock a 
few guests assem „ and the clergyman and 
Donsul were present. Everything was in readi- 
ness, when Gen. Glasgow turned to the clergy- 
man and suid: “Isup you bave the proper 
autbority to perform this ceremony? You know 
in France marriage is a civil contract.“

AN ECCENTRIC COOK. 

Our Chinese cook bothers them both dreadful- 
ly, for he gets things no matter bow carefully 
y are locked up and putaway. He seems to 
feel that he bas but one duty, and that is to t 
all the food he can and put it on the tabie. or 
instance. yesterday be gave us some of that nice 
cheese which [ bad purcbased as a great deli- 
cacy during the winter. It was locked up very 
carefully, but the steward got at it. cut a large 
piece out, and placed it on the table witn the 
pie at dinner. He cannot understand why he 
sbould be economical with a ship full of pro- 
visions, and, Chinaman-like, he will not under- 

stand what be does not want to. The watches 
are stood by Cole, Dunbar, and Nindemann: tbis 
last is as bard-working asa horse. The second 
day out the bnatchway fell on bis little finger and 
nearly cut it off, but be did not seem to mind it; 
the doctor sewed ° oP and he went ahead as it 
nothing had happened. The cook is quite a suc- 
cess since he got over his seasickness, and he 
cooks everything well except coffee, and that 
we shall have to teach bim. With coffee his 
idea is quantity and not quality, and what he 
lacks in the berry he makes up ia the water. 
The meu are first-class, happy, and cheerfu!; 
they bave their musical instruments every 
night, and play and sing. re are so many 
good voices that lam thinking of getting up a 
choir, with Collins at the organ. Today at 
churcb every officer and mau was present, ex- 

cept the meu in the engine- room and on watch. 
They made quite acongregauon. Thus deer- 
fully the expedition started out, but it was not 
long before the first act of the tragedy was be- 
gun. Along about the Ist of October they began 
to drift into the ice, and before the end of the 
month the ship was fast. Capt. De Long’s jour- 
nal describes with fidelity and a graphic pen the 
terrible suspense of those days, and the alter- 
nate hope and fear that filled their breasts. 


THE FIRST DANGER. 

“A day of great anxiety,”’ is one of his en- 
tries. At 6:10 a. m. I was awakened by the 
trembling and creaking of the ship, and almost 
immediately the maa on watch came into my 
room tointorm me that the ice was again in 
motion. Hastily tumbling out and dressing, [ 
went out on the ice. The grinding and crush- 
ing flow of ice to tne westward Lad again com- 
menced, and the jamming of large pieces from 
time to time, splintering our floe, caused breaks 
and upheavais to within about seventy-five feet 
of the sbip. The ship and creaked at 
every pressure. until I thought the next would 
break ber adrift. The pressure was tremen- 
dous, and the noise was not calculated to calm 
one’s mind. I know of no sound on sbore 
that can be compared toit. A rumble, a sbriek, 
a groan, and a crash of a falling house all com- 
bined might serve to convey an idea of the 
noise with which this motion of ice-floes is ac- 
companied. Great masses, from fifteen to 
twenty-five feet in hight when upended. are siid- 
ing along at various angies of elevation and 
jam, and between and among them are large 
and confused masses of débris, like a marbie- 
yard adrift. Occasionaliy a stoppage occurs; 
some piece has caught against or under our floe: 


groans, etc., for another spell.” 


DISAPPOINTMENTS.
